Department of Justice, 
Washingtorij D, C, December 1, 1887. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States in Con- 
gress assembled : 

In compliance with the law the following report of the business of 
the Department of Justice during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1887, 
together with statistics of crime against the United States, and a state- 
ment of the appropriations under the control of the Attorney-General, 
is respectfully submitted : 

business of the supreme court. 

The condition of the docket of the Supreme Court of the United States 
at the close of the last term (October term, 1886), when compared with 
its condition at the close of the term next preceding. (October term, 
1885), exhibits an increase of 44 cases in the number left undisposed of 
on the two dockets, the appellate and the original. 

At the close of the October term, 1885, there remained undisposed of 
on the appellate docket 900 cases, and on the original docket 4. The 
number of cases docketed at the October term, 1886, was 499, of which 
496 were on the appellate and 3 on the original docket, making the 
total number of cases on the docket at that term 1,403, of which 1,396 
were on the appellate and 7 on the original docket. Of this number 
455 were disposed of, and of these 451 were on the appellate and 4 on 
the original docket. 

The number of cases actually brought under consideration was 332, 
of which 213 were argued orally and 119 submitted on printed argu- 
ments. 

Of the 451 cases on the appellate docket disposed of, 205 were af- 
firmed, 95 reversed, 47 dismissed, 84 settled and dismissed by agree- 
ment of parties, 15 docketed and dismissed pursuant to Rule 9, and in 5 
cases questions certified to the Court were answered. 

The number of cases decided at this term (October term, 1886), in 
wbicb the Unitecl States were Qoacerued, was 45, of which 10 we.\i<^ ^^- 
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cided in favor of and 30 against the tlnited States, and in 5 criminal 
cases questions certified were answered. Of those in which the United 
States appealed, 19 were affirmed, 3 reversed, and 2 dismissed. Twenty 
of the cases were appeals fi:om the Court of Claims, in 13 of which the 
judgment was affirmed and in 7 reversed. Besides the cases in which 
the United States were concerned that were decided, there were 4 oth- 
ers that were dismissed by the Court, and of these 2 were dismissed at 
the instance of the United States and 2 at the instance of the other 
side. 

Thus the total number of cases disposed of at the October term, 1886, 
in which the United States were interested, was 49. 

The above does not include 4 cases on the appellate docket, from the 
Court of Claims, in which the District of Columbia was a party. 

BUSINESS OF THE COURT OF CLAIMS. 

Since the last report 449 suits, claiming upward of $4,150,000, have 
been brought under the ordinary jurisdiction of the court. 

The total number of such cases now pending is 1,110, claiming up- 
ward of $18,250,000. 

Under the act of March 3, 1883, known as the " Bowman act,'' there 
have been transmitted to the court, to date, 2,038 cases. The amount 
claimed can not be stated, but involves a very large sum. 

During the last term 147 of these cases, claiming about $1,260,000, 
were acted on by the court and reported to Congress. Of this number 
34 cases, aggregating upward of $670,000, were dismissed for want of 
jurisdiction. 

In 63 cases the findings of the court were favorable to claimants, but 
for reduced amounts. 

There are now pending about 1,819 cases, involving^ in so far as can 
be ascertained from the petitions and other papers received, upward of 
$50,000,000. 

Under the same act there have been transmitted by heads of Depart- 
ments, to date, 29 claims, amounting in the aggregate to upward ot 
$4,000,000. One case, claiming $1,226,804.81, with interest, was acted 
on by the court during the term and a finding for $249,000 certified to 
the Department transmitting the claim. 

!Nine cases, claiming about $350,000, are now pending, one of which 
has been submitted and is now held under advisement by the court. 

There are also pending matters entertained by the court under the 
provisions of section 2 of said act. 

FRENCH SPOLIATIONS. 

The petitions filed in French spoliation cases number 5,560, represent- 
ing 2,386 vessels and about $30,000,000. Thirteen cases arising upon 
four vessels were reported by the court, with favorable r^commeoclH- 
tions^ to Congress w PeQ^wber 6^ 1886, 
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Sixty-eight additioual cases arising upon 29 vessels have been passed 
upon by the court in favor of claimants and will be reported to Congress 
at its next session. 

Twelve cases upon 12 vessels have been* decided against the claim- 
ants ; 200 additional are now on trial. 

The amount reported in favor of claimants in all the 81 cases passed 
upon in the aggregate is about $425,000, varying in sums from $66.40 
to $45,318.66. , 

The general principles involved in these cases have been fully dis- 
cussed, and four opinions have been delivered by the court, settling some 
of the important questions governing them. 

The following is a summary of the business of the last term : 

CLAIMS AGAINST THE UNITED STATES. 

There were brought to trial 314 suits, claiming $18,551,605.58. In 
24 of these, claiming $105,595.66, judgment was for defendants. 

In 290 suits, claiming $18,446,009.92, judgment was for claimants for 
$3,409,953.21. In this sum is embraced the amount of $2,858,798.62, 
the judgment in the case of the Choctaw Indians, which was rendered 
in the Supreme Court and ordered by mandate from that court to be 
entered in the Court of Claims. 

Two suits, claiming $662.26, were discontinued on claimants' motion. 

CLAIMS AGAINST THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Of these, there were brought to trial 8 suits, claiming $246,121.73. In 
5 cases, claiming $130,980.33, judgment was for defendant. One case, 
claiming $3,000, was dismissed by consent. 

In 3 cases, claiming $115,141.40, judgment was for claimants for 
$44,699.33. 

In 2 cases judgment was recoved in favor of the District on counter- 
claims for $11,732.16. 

There are now pending 34 cases, claiming upwards of $1,500,000. Of 
these, 1 has been submitted, 8 are prepared for trial, and the balance 
are in course of preparation for submission to the court.

In all these cases the petitions have been referred to the several de- 
partments before whom the matters would ordinarily be brought, for 
examination, with a request that this Department be advised, for the 
instruction of the defending district attorneys, of any matters of coun- 
ter claim, set off, or defense within the knowledge of the officers of those 
departments. Such replies as have been received to these requests 
have been furnished to the several district attorneys. Such requests 
for advice in the preparation of defenses as have been received from 
district attorneys have been or will be promptly complied with. 

EXHIBITS ACCOMPANYING THIS REPORT.

During tlie last fiscal year 1,777 civil suits were terminated. In 922 
of these, judgments were for the United States ; in 102, for the defend- 
ants; and 703 were either nol.pros.^ dismissed, or discontinued ; 26 were 
appealed fvou\ the district to the circuit court, and 24 from the circuit 
to the Supreme Court. Many of the civil suita reported noLpros.^ dis- 
missed, or discontinued were settled by authority of the Treasury De- 
partment, and discontinued under its direction. There were pending 
July 1, 3,or)4 civil suits to which the United States was a party.

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' There were terminated during the last year 12;905 criminal prosecu- 
tions ; 227 of these were prosecutions under the customs laws, in which 
there were 120 convictions, 27 acquittals, and 80 were entered noL pros,y 
discontinued, or quashed ; 5,064 under the internal-revenue law«, in 
which were 3,100 convictions, 803 acquittals, and 1,161 were entered 
nol. pro8,y discontinued, or quashed ; 540 under post-office laws, in which 
there were 303 convictions, 115 acquittals, and 123 entered nol, pros.^ 
discontinued, or quashed ; Ofi under electioil laws, in which there were 
45 convictions, 13 acquittals, and 38 entered nol.pros.^ discontinued, or 
quashed ; 6 under the civil rights acts, in which there were — convic- 
tions, 2 acquittals, and 4 entered nol. pros.y discontinued, or quashed ; 298 
under intercourse acts, in which there were2G0 convictions, 9 acquittals, 
and 29 entered nol pros.j discontinued, or quashed; 175 under the pen- 
sion laws, in which there were 77 convictions, 27 acquittals, and 71 en- 
tered nol.pros.j discontinued, or quashed ; 36 for embezzlement, in which 
there were 14 convictions, 6 acquittals, and 16 entered nol.pros.j discon- 
tinued, or quashed ; 6,463 miscellaneous prosecutions, in which there 
were 4,080 convictions, 1,348 acquittals, 1,035 entered noLpros.y discon- 
tinued, or quashed. 

In many of the prosecutions under the internal revenue laws entered 
nol,pro8.y discontinued, or quashed a compromise and settlement were 
made in the Internal Eevenue Bureau of the Treasury Department. 

There were pending 7,346 criminal prosecutions, viz : 145 for vi- 
olation of customs laws, 3,113 for violation of internal-revenue laws, 
417 for violation of post-office laws, 171 for violation of election laws, 7 
under naturalization laws, 83 under the intercourse laws, 179 under 
pension laws, 80 embezzlement, 3,151 miscellaneous prosecutions. 

Exhibit C shows the amount arising and realized from civil suits to 
which the United States was a party, and from criminal prosecutions 
in the circuit and district courts of the United States, during the last 
fiscal year. 

The aggregate amount of judgments rendered in favor of the United 
States in civil suits during the last year was $1,651,250.19, and the 
amount actually collected on these judgments was $152,557.91, while 
$19,678.61 was obtained during the year on judgments rendered in for- 
mer years for the United States, and $240,229.14 was otherwise realized 
in civil suits. 

The aggregate amount of fines, forfeitures, and penalties Imposed 
during the year in criminal prosecutions was $475,784.34, and the 
amount of these fines, forfeitures, and penalties collected during the 
year was $98,655.81, while $14,245.25 was realized on fines, forfeitures, 
and penalties imposed in former years. 

Exhibit D is a statement of civil suits to which the United States 
was not a party commenced and terminated in the circuit and district 
courts of the United States during the last fiscal year; and of such 
suits pending July 1, 1887, 10,769 were commenced dMLTOi^ SSoft^ ^^^2>!s^% 
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of which 2,026 were cases in admiralty and 8,743 were other miscel- 
laneous suits. 

Judgments for plaintiffs in these cases were as follows: G93 in ttd'^- 
miraltjf amounting to $944,637.66^ 3.760 in other suits, amounting to 
$34,248.61. 

Judgments for defendants were 128 in admiralty, amounting to 
$114,852,572.87, and 941 in other suits, amounting to 1^277,534.48 5 780 
in admiralty were either dismissed or distontinued, as were also 3,037 
other suits 5 29,479 civil suits, to which the United States was not a 
party, were pending in the circuit and district courts of the United 
States July 1, 1887, viz, 4,132 in admiralty and 23,347 other miscel- 
laneous suits.

UNITED STATES PRISONERS. 

As heretoforjB, the usual examinations of penitentiaries in which 
United States prisoners are confined have been made during the past 
year. Every attention has been given by the Department's agents to 
the care and treatment of Government prisoners. The various peni- 
tentiaries referred to have been found to be in good condition, and the 
convicts humanely treated and well cared for. 

Owing to the abolishment of the contract system by legislative en- 
actment in several States, and the passage of a recent act by Congress 
forbidding the employment or hiring out of United States prisoners on 
contract, new arrangements have had to be made with several peniten- 
tiaries. In fact, in a few instances, a different assignment has been re- 
quired for the reason that penitentiaries which heretofore could receive 
prisoners from outside of their own State are now forbidden to do so. 
In making these assignments, the Department has, as far as possible, 
endeavored to confine Government prisoners in an institution situated 
in the State in which they were convicted. Owing to the fact that a 
number of the States do not have suitable prisons, or the system of con- 
fining criminals is not humane, this can not always be done. 
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The various examinations that have been made, and the recent laws 
that have been enacted, with respect to the labor of prisoners, prove 
m(^ conclusively than ever the absolute need of a 

GOVERNMENT PENITENTIARY AND REFORMATORY. 

As urged in my previous reports to Congress, there should be, in my 
opinion, provisions at once made looking to the erection of at least one 
United States penitentiary, and, if possible, a reformatory. The objec- 
tion in the minds of many, that the cost of conducting such an institu- 
tion would be so much greater than the existing arrangement, is being 
almost overcome by the fact that the favorable contracts which the De- 
part ment has heretofore been able to enter into can no longer be made. 
This arises from the fact r^ha t la ws passed recently by several of the States 
and by Congress, which have been referred to above, prevent the em- 
ployment of prisoners on contract labor. This necessitates a resort to 
experiments in other systems, as provision must necessarily be made 
for the working of convicts, if discipline is to be maintained and the 
prisoners' health and comfort considered. 

In the institutions where the larger majority of United States prison- 
ers have heretofore been confined, the Government has been at a slight 
expense or none at all for the keeping of its convicts, but recently the 
Department has been advised by these penitentiaries that in view of 
the laws of their own States and the act of Congress, they are unable 
to receive United States prisoners upon the same favorable terms as 
heretofore; and the Department, recognizing this inability on their 
part, has entered into new contracts at prices ranging from 25 to 35 
cents per day for each prisoner 5 so that at the present time, in almost 
every instance, each prisoner convicted in the United States courts, 
throughout the country costs the Government a per diem compensation 
for his subsistence and care while serving out his sentence. Apart from 
this, the difiBculty of obtaining suitable penitentiaries for the confine- 
ment of prisoners convicted in States where no proper prisons exist, or 
where the system of imprisonment is such that the Department could 
not permit the Government convicts to come under its provisions, is a 
serious item for consideration in connection with this subject. The num- 
ber of institutions that will receive prisoners from outside the State in 
which they are located is limited, and there is every reason to believe 
that there will be fewer in the coming years. The Government will 
then have to meet the question directly and provide at once some proper 
place for the confinement of its criminals or pay exorbitant rates and 
confine the convicts in institutions which are entirely unsuited for their 
incarceration. 

The cost of conducting a Government penitentiary will not, in my 
opinion, be greater eventually than the cost of subsisting the prisoners 
in the various penitentiaries throughout the country will be. There 
are at all times from 1,000 to 1,500 prisoners serving sentences^ II ^r^^ 
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penitentiaries were built, so located geographically that they would be 
easy of access to the different parts of the country, the difiBculties now 
lying in the way, of being able to properly care for Government con- 
victs, would be obviated and the United States would not be compelled 
to rely on the various State institutions for the keeping of its own crimi- 
nals. 

Again, if an institution such as referred to should be erected, the 
Government would have direct and absolute control of all its convicts. 
At present the control is in an indirect way, although it is proper to 
state that all the officers of institutions where Government prisoners are 
confined readily accede to the wishes of the Government in adopting any 
plans or accepting any suggestions looking to the comfort of United States 
prisoners. 

A large number of prisoners convicted in United States courts are 
those who have committed but a single offense, and who have but com- 
menced a career of crime. If they could be prevented from associating 
with hardened criminals, and not confined in an institution which in 
every way suggests a criminal life, many, perhaps, could be reformed. 
Besides, many are young men who have held positions of trust and re- 
sponsibility, and who, through temptation, have committed some crime 
against the laws of the country. These, and the class referred to above, 
should not be confined in a prison, but the Government should provide 
a suitable reformatory where proper influences could be thrown around 
them and their reformation effected, as is done now in several States. 

The bill which was presented to Congress for the appointment of a 
commission to inquire into the advisability of building Government 
I)cnitentiarie8 and a reformatory was adversely acted upon. Never- 
theless, I believe this subject is of such importance that favorable action 
on it should be taken at once. 

In addition to all this, it would seem that the United States should 
have model prisons and reformatories of its own in which to confine its 
criminals, and provisions could be made for the employment of the in- 
mates at some suitable industries on a system of labor which would not 
violate the recent act of Congress, nor be inconsistent with the laws 
passed by the several States and the prevailing opinions relative to the 
subject of contract labor. 

STATISTICS. 

During the year ending June 30, 1887, there were received in th^ dif- 
ferent penitentiaries, reformatories, etc., throughout the United States, 
842 prisoners. The total number in custody during the year was 2,070. 
There were discharged during the year 914, and on the 30th day of 
June, 1887, there were still in confinement 1,156. Of the 914 discharged, 
there were 827 by expiration of sentences, 25 died, 38 were pardoned, 
15 released by writ of habeas corpus, and 9 transferred to the insane 
asylum. Of the 842 prisoners received during the year, 123 were com- 
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mitted for violation of the revenue laws, 153 fpr coanterfeitiug, 04 for 
violation of the postal laws, and 472 for other offenses ; 609 weni born 
i^ the United States; 233 were foreign born; 817 were males, and 25 
were females ; 572 claimed to be temperate, and 270 admitted themselves 
to be intemperate; there were G80 whites, 134 blacks, 22 Indians, and 
6 Chinese; G33 could read and write, 29 could read only, 180 could 
neither read nor write; 459 were married, 383 -were single; 787 were 
in prison for the first time, and 55 had heretofore served sentence ; 82 
were under 20 years of ago when admitted, 280 between 20 and 30, 183 
between 30 and 40, 132 between 40 and 50, and 1G5 over 50 years of age.

It 
is, however, only a temporary relief, and the absolute need of an addi- 
tiopal wing or building^ for the female prisoners, will surely on jnvesti- 
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gation commend itself to Congress. The grounds about tlie jail at 
present are open to the public, and it is with difficulty that communi- 
cation from the outside with the inmates is prevented. There is a large 
tract of land surrounding the jail, which could be made available %r 
many purposes if a wall should be erected around the iuclosure. It 
could be utilized for a garden, which would go far towards supplying 
the jail with vegetables and at the same time afford an opportunity for 
the prisoners once in a while to obtain exercise in the open air. To per- 
sons confined for any length of time this is almost a necessity. I there- 
fore earnestly recommend to Congress, that an appropriation be made 
for the building of a suitable wall around the entire jail inclosure. In 
this connection, the removal of the small pox hospital, which is situated 
on the jail grounds, is suggested. On at least one occasion the disease 
has been communicated to the inmates of the jail by the proximity of 
the pest house. Apart from this fact the land will be needed and should 
be included within the jail inclosure. 

The salary of the warden is inadequate for the responsibilities and 
duties required. I believe that the compensation of the warden of the 
jail in this district should be increased from $1,800 to $2,500 per annum, 
and I so recommend. 

In connection with the above, your attention is invited to the report 
of the warden, marked Exhibit P.

REPORT OF THE SOLICITOR OF THE TREASURY. 

I submit the report of the Solicitor of the Treasury as an exhibit 
hereto (Exhibit K). 

GRAND AND TRIAL JURIES IN THE TERRITORIES. 

" I again call the attention of Congress to the method of summoning 
grand and trial juries in the Territorial district courts in cases where 
the United States is a party. I submitted a letter upon this subject 
from Judge Barnes, of the supreme court of the Territory of Arizona, 
with my last annual report. I consider the matter important and de- 
serving consideration. 

RECORDS OF UNITED STATES COURTS. 

The necessity for legislation supplementary to sections 889 and 904, 
Eevised Statutes, and to the act of January 31, 1879 (20 Statutes at 
Large, pages 277 and 278), sections 2 and 3, respecting the restoration 
of court records, to which I called attention in my last annual report, 
still exists. The condition of the records of several United States 
courts makes it as difficult to know what the records are as in some in- 
stances it would be to restore a lost or destroyed record by substitution. 
The existing law relative to records of courts makes the expense of 
restoration payable out of the judiciary fund, at the discretiou of th©

It 
is, however, only a temporary relief, and the absolute need of an addi- 
tional wing or building^ for the feujale prisoners, will surely ou jnvestv 
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snrate with its high position and dignity, bnt as well the character and volume of its 
work, the increasing growth of the bar, and the number of interested parties to causes 
and other spectators. 

The site already belongs to the Government, is of sufficient size, and convenient to 
most of the Executive Departments and to the Executive Mansion. 

Courts and commissions, having the dignity of, and acting in reality as, courts of 
the United States, are created from time to time as necessity calls for them. It seems 
fitting that these should be located in a proper Government building with the De- 
partment of Justice and the Supremo Court, all convenient to each other and under 
one roof, and not, as now and heretofore,, in rooms hired from private persons at 
considerable outlay for rent and other expenses. 

This suggestion I renewed in my report for last year. 'I now repeat 
it and urge the appropriation of a sufficient sum to erect upon the 
ground now occupied by the present building of the Department of Jus- 
tice, and upon the lot adjoining it, a building such as I have mentioned 
above. The reasons for this suggestion, which I gave before, exist now 
and gain strength with every year that passes. While the court-room 
proper is wanting in convenience for the judges, officers of the court, 
and members of the bar, as already noticed, the clerk's office in its ar- 
rangements and accommodations is much worse. 

PORTRAITS OF THE JUDGES OF THE SUPREME COURT. 

Portraits of the Presidents of the United States have been procured 
and placed in the Executive Mansion, and portraits of the different 
heads of the Departments have been placed in these Departments, at 
the public expense. It has occurred to me, to complete the list of our 
galleries of men who have been conspicuous in the public service, it 
would be proper for Congress to provide for furnishing the portraits of 
the judges of the Supreme Court to adorti the chamber of that court. 
A more interesting and instructive collection of pictures than that of 
men who have been members of that high tribunal, and exerted the in- 
fluence upon the country and its institutions they have, can not be 
made, and the means necessary to do this would be a trifle compared 
* with the value of such a collection. 

JURISDICTION OF THE FEDERAL COURTS, OVER OFFENSES COMMIT- 
TED UPON AMERICAN VESSELS NAVIGATING THE GREAT LAKES 
AND THEIR CONNECTING WATERS. 

I deem it proper to call the attention of Congress to the case of Ex 
'parte John G. Byers, decided on the 10th of October last in the Uniteil 
States district court for the eastern district of Michigan, and I attach 
the opinion of the court, as Exhibit S, to this report. The question 
involved is one of very great importance, and the judge who delivered 
the opinien of the court speaks of the necessity of an act of Congress 
extending the jurisdiction of the Federal courts to crimes committed 
upon American vessels navigating the Great Lakes and their connecting 
waters. This subject has been before Congress from time to time during 
the past twenty-five years, but no definite action has been taken in ref- 
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erence to it, and I think the question is one that merits the early and 
serious attention of Congress. 

THE LIBRARY. 

I must again recommend that the annual appropriation for law and 
miscellaneous books for the library of this Department be increased 
to $3,000. It is impossible to supply deficiencies in treatises on various 
l)oints of jurisprudence and to purchase numerous necessary law reports 
and works of reference required each year with less than that amount. 
The report of the librarian (Exhibit L) shows briefly and clearly the 
needs of the library and its present condition. 

CITY HALL BUILDING, UTICA, N. Y. 

I again recommend such legislation as Is necessary to dispose of the 
interest of the United States in the City Hall at Utica, N. Y. 

THE PERPETUAL EMIGRATING FUND COMPANY AND THE CHURCH OF 

JESUS CHRIST OF LATTERDAY SAINTS. 

The act of March 3, 1887 (Forty-ninth Congress, second session^ chap- 
ter 397), made certain provisions in relation to the Perpetual Emigrating 
Fund Company and the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints, 
and made it the duty of the Attorney-General "to cause such proceed- 
ings to be taken in the supreme court of the Territory of Utah as shall 
be proper to execute " these provisions. In accordance with this act 
suits were instituted in the court mentioned in July last, and a motion 
made in each case for the appointment of a receiver, which motions 
were argued on the 17th of October. On the 5th of November the court 
sustained the motions, and on the 7th of the same month appointed Mr. 
Frank H. Dyer receiver in each case. The demurrers to the bills inter- 
posed were overruled by the court on November 9, and the defendants 
have now filed answers. 

APPROPRIATIONS FOR DISTRICT ATTORNEYS AND ASSISTANTS. 

For the fiscal year 1887 there was an appropriation in the following 

words : 

Fees of district attorneys, United States courts, 1887 : 

For the payment of United States district attorneys and their assistants, 
three hundred and fifty thousand dollars, sundry civil act, August , 
4, 1886. $350,000 

For the fiscal year 1888 there are the following appropriations : 

Fees of district attorneys, United States courts, 1888 : 

For payment of United States district attorneys, two hundred and 

twenty-five thousand dollars, sundry civil act, March 3, 1887 |225, 000 

Pay of assistant attorneys. United States courts, 1888 : 

For payment of assistants to United States district attorneys, one hun- 
dred thousand dollars, sundry civil act, March 3, 1887 100, 000 
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It is claimed by some that the last-meotioned appropriation — pay of 
assistant attorneys, 1888— is exclusively applicable to assistant attor- 
neys employed under section 365, and excluding compensation to assist- 
ant attorneys under section 366, Revised Statutes. 

The appropriation for 1887 was for payment of "district attorneys 
and their assistants,'^ including the assistants under sections 365 and 
366, Revised Statutes; the word " assistants " in this appropriation, 
without exception, having been interpreted to mean all assistants. 

It is not seen why the same interpretation should not now apply to 
the same word "assistants'' in the appropriation for 1888, the two 
words meaning the same and the appropriation being for the same pur- 
pose. Logically, the conclusion is that the interpretation and practice 
under the appropriation for 1887 are not changed by the use of the same 
word in the appropriation for the fiscal year 1888. It might facilitate 
matters if Congress should make this subject definite in the appropri- 
ations. 

JURISDICTION OF COMMISSIONERS OF CIRCUIT COURTS. 

Commissioners of circuit courts generally issue warrants that are 
returnable to themselves alone, regardless of the distance andcostcon- 
sequent upon the order. They have the right to do this; yet experience 
shows that the right is open to reform. The right to issue a warrant 
might be left unrestricted in allrespects, leaving the commissioner dis- 
cretion to act upon reasonable grounds of suspicion and belief and on a 
charge made upon reasonable cause of the commission of a felony ; but 
the commissioner before whom the warrant should be returned might 
be another, and perhaps ought to be another, if the offense is committed 
without the county of his residence. 

Some of the United States judges have directed commissioners to 
make warrants returnable to the commissioner nearest the place of 
offense. This is practicable only to a limited extent, as it presupposes 
that the ofiBcer issuing the warrant knows who is the commissioner 
living nearest to the place of offense. Error in this particular would 
lead to confusion and perhaps a greater abuse than the one sought to 
be remedied. 

The marshal (an executive officer only) does not appear to be the 
proper officer to decide to whom he shall return the writ. The district 
attorney may be the right one to advise, and is perhaps the only one. 
The Department of Justice can not direct the commissioner how to act 
as that officer is subject to the court alone. It is therefore a proper 
subject for legislation to devise means to remedy the abuse. 

It is suggested that a remedy may be found by limiting the territorial 
jurisdiction of these ofijcers on the hearing for commitment. And, as 
much complaint has been made for the past several years that trivial 
and useless prosecutions have been originated before these commission- 
ers, it might be well to have legislation upon this subject, defining more 
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particularly their jarisdiction as well as the mode of procedure, espe- 
cially as their jurisdiction now rests on old statutes that make these. of- 
ficers in the States where they are what committing magistrates in 
those States are. (Section 1064, Eevised Statutes.) I think this whole 
subject deserves the consideration of Congress. 

OUTSTANDINa CLAIMS. 

There are outstanding claims for expenses incurred by the United 
States courts from 1885, and perhaps prior years. Some of these 
claims (principally held by jurors and witnesses) are in the hands of 
the first parties and others ; perhaps a majority are in the hands of 
third parties. Section 3477, Eevised Statutes, stands in the way of the 
settlement of the latter class, inasmuch as they are not of the character 
that can be stated in the Treasury, so that upon adjustment an ascer- 
tained amount of debt can be certified to for inclusion in a deficiency 
bill for the action of Congress. This section has been interpreted one 
way by the accounting officers of the Treasury and partly in another 
jray by the judiciary. 

Some doubts have been expressed as to the constitutionality of this 
law, but that question has never been tested by the courts. The con- 
dition may be stated thus : The Government has compelled jurors a-nd 
witnesses to attend court, and to be unwilling creditors of the Govern- 
ment for years, without making appropriations for their payment. These 
creditors get certificates of indebtedness that are evidences of debt, hav- 
ing a value in their hands, and which they are forbidden by no law to 
transfer to a third party. It may be no law can prohibit them. These 
parties claim they are not at fault; bat that, if there is a fault, it lies 
with the Government, and that the Government should no more take 
advantage of its own wron^than an individual, and ought to be respon- 
sible for the payment of such claims until they are settled. This, it is 
submitted, is a proper subject for action by Congress. 

Intimately connected with this old indebtedness is that incurred by 
marshals for similar expenses during the last fiscal year. It is not yet 
ascertained how much such debts amount to. There is no money in the 
Treasury to advance to them to meet the claims. They can not be 
reasonjibly expected to advance their private funds to pay the Govern- 
ment's debts. It is not in the power of the Treasury Department to 
certify how much of such outstanding debt there is, so that an exact 
amount may be made for a deficiency appropriation. 

The Department has issued a circular to the several marshals to se- 
cure information, which may be taken as an approximate, if not certain, 
estimate of these expenses, for submission to Congress as a basis for the 
desired deficiency bill. 

EXECUTION OF PROCESS OUTSIDE THE MARSHAL'S DISTRICT. 

In the matter of escaped criminals or persons charged with offenses 
against the United Stat^, the marshals complaiuof ^\i^\xi^\xws^^N»-'<^^ 
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settlement of their accounts in the Treasury, wliose officials deny their 
charges in cases where the party accused has been pursued successfully 
beyond the limits of the judicial district for which the officer is the 
marshal. Some of the officers claim that the rulings of the Treasury 
are obstructive of justice and have appealed to this Department for aid 
and advice. The Department has no authority in the matter, and there- 
fore lays it before Congress for action, if it thinks the present laws need 
a change. 

INCREASED EXPENSES IN THE SERVICE OF PROCESS. 

Increased expenses in the service of process has been the experience 
of the Department since the passage of the interstate commerce bill. 
Phor to the passage of that bill marshals were furnished with free 
transportation over various lines of railway while in the service of pro- 
cess. Since that date, however, no free transportation is furnished, and 
the railways charge a mileage greater than thcfee allowed the marshal 
for his travel in such service. The marshal can submit to the Govern- 
ment an account of actual expenses incurred, but he gets no compensa- 
tion for the time consumed in the service. He may be compelled to 
serve one, two, or three days for a fee of $2. Appended to this report 
are letters from different officials, judges, and marshals, stating the 
difficulty involved in this matter. (Exhibit T.) 

INCREASE IN APPROPRIATION FOR RENT OF COURT-ROOMS. 

Attention is also asked to the necessity of an increased appropriation 
for the payment of rents of court-rooms. The last Congress created new 
courts in various places and has increased the claims against the ap- 
propriation for rent of court-rooms in nearly the sum of $6,000. 

APPROPRIATIONS FOR INVESTIGATION OF FRAUDS BY THE INTERNAL- 
REVENUE BUREAU. 

A fund, which was annually appropriated for years for the use of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue in the investigation of frauds, has 
been reduced largely, and the service of the Bureau has, to a limited 
extent, been thrown upon the judiciary appropriation in the matter of 
making arrests of illicit distillers, which have been assumed by the De- 
partment under the approval of the Executive. There are four or five 
districts that are constantly demanding similar expenses. The expenses 
are payable from " fees and expenses of marshals/' as the emploj^^s of 
the revenue agent are temporarily commissioned as deputy marshals. 
An increased appropriation for fees and expenses of marshals ought to 
be made on this ground. 

SUBSTITUTE ATTORNEYS. 

You are asked as a matter of economy to consider the propriety of a 
revival of a former law which authorized the payment of substitute 
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attorneys. In some districts, particularly in the large Territories, two 
courts are in session at the same time, and a United States attorney 
or representative of his should be present at each place. The employ- 
ment of special counsel for each term of coui:t involves large compensa- 
tion. A substitute attorney, according to the old law, might be se- 
lected by the district attorney, and, upon the approval of the Attorney- 
General, the substitute attorney might be authorized to discharge the 
duties of the district attorney for the same fees and compensation that 
the district attorney usually has for the services. 

INTERPRETERS IN UNITED STATES COURTS. 

In the Territories of New Mexico and Arizona most, if not all, the 
business of the courts for continuous days is transacted in the Spanish 
language, exclusively in the Spanish language where the witnesses and 
jurors are required to participate in the business of the court. Pro- 
vision is made, in the appropriation for miscellaneous expenses of United 
States courts, for the payment of interpreters. The appropriation is 
construed by the Department to meet such expenses as are occasionally 
necessary, but it is not intended to meet the employment of interpreters 
continuously for all the terms of a court during the year. The expense 
is a large draft upon the appropriation, and the Department asks for 
authority and a specific appropriation for this purpose. 

SUIT AS TO THE POTOMAC FLATS. 

The suit directed by the act of Congress approved August 5, 1886, 
entitled "An act to provide for protecting the interests of the United 
States in ihe Potomac Flats, in the District of Columbia," has been 
begun, and is being prosecuted with all due diligence. For full in- 
formation as to the status of the case and the probability of its early 
determination, I submit as a part of this report the letter of Mr. Worth- 
ington, attorney of the United States for the District of Columbia, 
dated November 15, 1887, marked Exhibit U. 

COMMISSIONS. 

Section 1794, Kevised Statutes, provides that all commissions for 
civil officers of the* United States 'shall be made out and recorded by 
the Secretary of State. Section 238, Revised Statutes, authorizes the 
Secretary of the Treasury to make out and record commissions for all 
officers employed in levying or collecting the public revenue. Later 
acts modify the provisions of section 1794. The act of March 18, 1874, 
Statutes at Large, vol. 18, p. 23, authorizes the Postmaster-General to 
make out and record the commissions of all postmasters. 

The act of March 3, 1875, Statutes at Large, vol. 18, p. 430, author- 
izes the Secretary of th^ Interior to make out and record the commis- 
sions of all officers under his direction. 
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The State Departmeut still continues under the old law to make out 
and record all commissions for the Department of Justice, but great in- 
convenience is experienced by this arrangement. 

I would suggest the pro4>riety of passing an act providing that — 

The commissiona of all judicial ofiQcers, incladiDg marshals and attorneys of th» 
United States, appointed by the President, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, and all other commissions heretofore prepared at the Department of State, 
upon the requisition of the Attorney-General, shaU be made out and recorded in the 
Department of Justice, under the seal of said Department and countersigned by the 
Attorney-General, aiiy laws to the contrary notwithstanding : Provided^ That the 
said seal shall not be affixed to any such commission before the same shall have been 
signed by the President of the United States. 

PRINTING FOR THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 

Very great inconvenience was experienced because of the insufficient 
appropriation for the fiscal year 1887 for printing for the Department 
of Justice, which was based upon the amount that had actually been 
expended during the preceding year. A sufficient amount should be 
appropriated to enable the business of the D'epartment to be carried 
on unembarrassed by want of funds. 

THE COMPENSATION OF THE EXAMINER OF CLAIMS IN THE DEPART- 
MENT OF STATE. 

The duties of the examiner of claims in the Department of State com- 
pare, in kind and amount and in the character of legal ability required in 
their execution, with those of the Assistant Attorney's General detailed 
to other Departments, and I recommend that the salary of this office, 
which is now entirely inadequate, be increased to $r),0()0 per annum, the 
same as is paid to an Assistant Attorney-General. 

THE COMPENSATION OF ASSISTANT ATTORNEYS IN THE DEPARTMENT 

OF JUSTICE. 

There are in the Department of Justice six assistant attorneys, who 
receive salaries ranging from $2,000 to $3,000. Their work is alike in 
all respects and there is no good reason why their salaries should not 
be the same. Primarily their duties are to assist the Assistant Attor- 
ney-General charged with the defense of the Government in suits be- 
fore the Court of Claims. Of these there are pending about 8,450 
cases, covering an aggregate of $100,000,000, and involving a great 
variety of legal questions. They are not now, as when authorized by 
law, mere clerks, but, as occasion requires, they are called upon to repre- 
sent the Government in the prosecution of cases of special interest in 
the Federal courts of the States and Territories, the District of Colum- 
bia, and in the Supreme Court of the United States. They also assist 
in the preparation and .dispatch of legal questions presented to the 
Department. These duties are important, are continuous, and require 
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a high order of legal talent, such as in private practice can only be ob- 
tained where liberal fees are paid. The best lawyers are engaged to 
prosecute claims against the Government, and it should be able to de- 
fend itself. I think the salaries of these assistant attorneys should be 
equalized and placed at $4,000 a year. 

SALARY OF CHIEF CLERK, DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 

The chief clerk of the Department of Justice performs duties similar 
in character and amount to those performed by the chief clerks of the 
other Executive Departments, and should be similarly compensated. I 
therefore recommend that the salary of the chief clerk be $2,500. 

FRENCH SPOLIATIONS ACT, ETC. 

On the 20th day of January, 1885, Congress passed "An act to pro- 
vide for the ascertainment of claims of American citizens for spoliations 
committed by the French prior to the thirty-first day of July, eighteen 
hundred and one" (23 Stats. 283), by which the claims referred to in the 
title were submitted to the Court of Claims. That court, under the law, 
is empowered and required, among other subjects, to determine the 
amount and ownership of the claims, their validity as against France, 
and, in the event of the legality of the claim as against France being 
established, then the legal obligation of the United States to pay the 
amount to the claimant. * 

The determination of the rights under the provisions of the act are 
of a.judicial character, involving difficult questions of maritime and in- 
ternational law. The amounts dependent upon a proper decision of the 
principles to be determined are very large ; already 5,569 suits have 
been instituted under the act, in which the amount in controversy 
reaches many millions of dollars. In order that the demands of justice 
may be satisfactorily met, the antiquity of the transactions, the diffi- 
culty of the questions involved, and the magnitude of the amounts de- 
manded, suggest the necessity of a vigilant, exhaustive judicial investi- 
gation. I the;refore recommend the passage of an act amendatory of the 
act of the 20th of January, 1885, which shall confer authority upon the 
Court of Claims to render judgment in the cases provided for by the 
act, instead of reporting their conclusions to Congress as now required 
to do, and to grant to either party, the Government or claimant, the 
right of appeal to the Supreme Court of the United States from the de- 
cision of the Court of Claims on suits filed under the act of 1885. 

It is not probable that either the Government or claimant will find it 
necessary to resort to appeals in more than a few cases, as in them the 
questions of novelty and difficulty arising in this class of cases would 
be adjudicated ; but as the law now stands no appeal can be taken by 
'either party. 
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REORGANIZATION OF THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 

There has been no reorganization of the Department of Justice since its 
establishment in 1870. Of course, additional officers have been provided 
for new districts when created, but the appropriations for United States 
courts have for years averaged very nearly the same amount, while the 
business of the Department has constantly grown, until it has assumed 
its present vast proportions; and the increase of its force has not kept 
pace with the increase of business. A great deal of this work is of a kind 
not to* be expressed in statistical tables in such form as to convey an 
adequate idea of its important or laborious character. Kor can the re- 
sults achieved by it be shown in that way or by the exhibition or enu- 
meration of material objects produced. Quite recent acts of Congress — 
the Bowman ac% the French Spoliations act^ and the Act giving circuit and 
district courts of the United States concurrent jurisdiction with the Court 
of Claims — have thrown an immense amount of business upon the De- 
partment, to which the determination of the Government to protect the 
public domain from plunder has added a large and increasing number 
of land-fraud6 and timber-trespass suits. Bureaus in other Departments 
have expanded into proportions never thought of at their formation. 
In this Department only the work has grown, I take it that in disburs- 
ing the appropriations placed under the Department of Justice, the 
question what will best subserve or protect the interests of the Govern- 
ment is first to be considered, and I am convinced that an examination 
of the way in and purposes for which these have been and are expended 
will show, if the amount and character of the work done under them is 
intelligently considered, the difference in tavor of the latter which I 
have mentioned, and that such increases in them as may have been asked 
for are rather in the direction of economy than extravagance.

Sir : I h*ave the honor to traasmit herewith seven tabular statements 
exhibiting the amounts, character, and results of the litigation under 
my direction for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1887, shown by the 
docket entries of this office. 

These tables embrace, respectively : 

(1) Suits on transcripts of accounts of defaulting public officers, ex- 
cepting those of the Post Office Department, adjusted by the account- 
ing officers of the Treasury Department. 

(2) Post-office suits, embracing those against officers of the Post-Office 
Department, and cases of fines, penalties, and forfeitures for violation 
of postal laws. 

(3) Suits on custom-house bonds. 

(4) Suits for the recovery of fines, penalties, and forfeitures under the 
customs revenue and navigation laws. 

(5) Suits against collectors of customs and other officers or agents of 
the Government, excepting internal-revenue officers, for refund of duties 
and acts done in line of their official duty. 

(G) Suits in which the United States is a party, or is interested, not 
embraced in the other classes. 

(7) A general summary or abstract of all the other tables. 

An examination of the tables will show that the whole number of suits 
commenced within the year was 3,575, of which 76 were of class 1^ for 
the recovery of $171,590.13; 232 were of class 2, for the recovery of 
$94,724.70 ; 23 were of class 3, for the recovery of $10,676.73 ; 251 were 
of class 4, for the recovery of $75,267.46; 794 were of class 5 and 2,199 
were of class 6, for the recovery of $3,242,000.83 ; making a total sued 
for, as reported, of $3,594,259.85. 

Of the whole number of suits brought, 1,388 were decided in favor of 
the United States, 18 were adversely decided, 307 were settled and dis- 
missed, in 1 penalties were remitted by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
leaving 1,861 still pending. 

Of those pending at the commencement of the year, 451 were decided 
for the United States, 80 were decided adversely, 948 were settled and 
dismissed, and in 2 penalties were remitted by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 
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The entire number of suits decided or otherwise disposed of during 
the year was 3,195; the whole amount for which judgments were ob- 
tained, exclusive of decrees in rem, was $719,302.51; and the entire 
amount collected from all sources was $603,627.47. 

The number of cases in which offers of compromise were pending and 
received during the fiscal year was 179, involving the sum of $ 1,695, 956. 1 6. 

The number of offers accepted was 97, involving the sum of $478,222.25 ; 
amount accepted, $215,671.33. The number of off'ers rejected was 50, 
involving the sum of $659,677.88 ; amount rejected, $20,240.95. The 
number of offers pending at the close of the fiscal year was 32, involv- 
ing the sum of $458,056.03 ; amount offered in cases pending, $54,568.95. 

A statement of real property under charge of this office acquired in 
payment of debts due the United States during the fiscal year, etc. , 
appears in an exhibit hereto. 

The number of official bonds, contracts, and leases referred to this 
office, and examined as to their correctness in form and as to their 
legal sufficiency, was 916, and the number of legal opinions returned 
on questions submitted by the head of the Treasury Department, or by 
different bureaus thereof, was 153.

Sir : I have the honor to present herewith the annual report relating 
to the library of the Department of Justice. 

For the fiscal year included ii) this report Congress appropriated 
$1,000 for the purchase of books for this library, an amount much too 
small to get the publications daily needed for the work of this Depart- 
ment, acd the lack of which causes delay and vexation. 

I therefore repeat the request made last year that $3,000 be appro- 
priated for the coming year, so that $2,000 can be spent lor law reports 
and works on jurisprudence, and $1,000 to complete the sets of the sev- 
eral State statutes. 

No shelf room has been provided during the past year for the safe- 
keeping of the very valuable Congressional and other documents belong- 
ing to this library. The need for this is urgent. This continued lack 
of care has already caused loss of some and injury to many of these 
volumes.

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Exhibit O. — Report of the Board of Trustees of the Reform School. 

Ebform School, District of Columbia, 

October 20, 1887. 

Sir : The last annnal report of the board of trustees was made by 
Mr. Henry A. Willard, who, since then, much to the regret of the trus- 
tees and officers of the school, tendered his resignation to the President 
of the United States as a member of the board of trusteies. 

Mr. Willard was a member of this board for over twelve years. He 
gave his time and services without stint, and was at all times ready to 
contribute by his advice and services to the good and welfare of the 
school. We parted with him with great reluctance. 

It now becomes my duty as his successor to make this the eighteenth 
annual report of the operations of the school. 

Since the school was first organized and put in operation 1,237 boys 
have been received, cared for, instructed, and I trust materially, and in 
most cases permanently, benefited and improved. 

At the commencement of the last fiscal year there were 168 boys in 
the school, and during the year 59 were added, making a total for that 
year of 227. The maximum number during the year was 169 ; the min- 
imum was *144 ; the average being 157. For further statistics you are 
respectfully referred to the report of the superintendent herewith. 

I hope and believe that these boys who have been honorably dis- 
charged have gone into the world with the determination and ability to 
make for themselves an honest living and become good citizens. Upon 
our receipt of them they were as a rule uneducated and without proper 
ideas of what was due from them to their country or what was expected 
of them. With the training and experience they have had there is no 
reason why these boys should not now grow up useful citizens. 

I regret to have to report the death of two boys. This, however, is 
something that must be looked for, and is beyond the power and con- 
trol of the wisest. 

Since the opening of the school twenty years ago there have been but 
9 deaths out of a total population of 1,237, which, it must be admitted, 
is a very small percentage, and speaks well for the care and attention 
given to the boys by those having them under their charge and control. 

One subject has occupied the attention of the board of trustees for 
some time, which is, what to do with many boys who, having gained 
their " honor,'' which entitles them to a discharge, have no homes or 
friends to provide for them. To discharge them upon the world without 
friends or homes is to force them back upon it to a condition worse than 
that from which they were taken when first placed in the school. 

Other institutions have appropriations which can be used by the offi- 
cers in finding homes and paying the expenses of the boys thereto. An 
estimate has been submitted in the appropriations for the current ex- 
penses of the school of $500, which it is to be hoped will be allowed by 
Congress. We desire to try the experiment upon a small scale during 
the coming year of sending to such homes as can be obtained such of 
the boys as are referred to herein. 

With new surroundings, and under better influences, by their in- 
dustry and intelligence they can more easily make an honest living and 
grow up useful men instead of burdens upon society. It has been 
too often noted by the board that boys who leave the school without 
proper homes or some one to care for them, soon drift back to their old 
haunts amongst their former companions, and the teachings and ex- 
amples of the school become lost upon them. We are happy to say, 
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however, that a large percentage of the boys discharged from the school 
turn out well. They may be found in almost every occupation and em- 
ployment in this city ; in offices and stores as clerks, and in various 
other honorable occupations, none of them regretting the time spent In 
the school. 

But few citizens of this District know much of the school. Many 
look upon it as a place of incarceration for vicious boys for whom there 
is no future. Few know of the kind and humane treatment they re- 
ceive, and the care and attention given them, and how closely their 
morals are looked after by the officers in charge. 

It is a continual source of regret that the citizens do not take a greater 
interest in this noble charity by seeing for themselves, and encourag- 
ing the workers therein by their presence. The school is open every 
day during proper hours to visitors, who will be warmly welcomed and 
gladly received and shown through the institution and its workings 
explained. 

Should Congress also pay us a little more attention in this respect 
their hearts would be opened, and they, having the power, might loosen 
the purse-strings more liberally for its benefit. 

As provided by law, the revenue derived during the year from all 
sources in the school has been covered into the Treasury t© the credit 
of the United States and the District of Columbia in equal parts. 

As stated by the treasurer in his annual report, which is herewith 
submitted, the amount so deposited was $2,905.88. 

During the first session of the Forty-ninth Congress $15,000 was ap- 
propriated for a new family building and $4,500 for a tank house. 
Plans for these respective buildings were prepared and proposals twice 
advertised for, but both these^ appropriations being found inadequate 
a deficiency appropriation was found necessjiry, and an appropriation 
was asked for of $8,408.70. Owing to the deficiency bill not becoming 
a law the appropriation of course was not available, and will be asked 
for again at the coming session of Congress, aod it is earnestly hoped 
that this small appropriation will be promptly made that the w^ork may 
be commenced and the buildings completed. We have greatly felt the 
want of more room. Almost daily applications to admit boys to the 
schbol have to be refused, and the courts notified that no more can be 
admitted. 

The tank house is an imperative necessity. The school is inadequately 
supplied with water, and in case of fire there are no means of extin- 
guishing it. The nearest fire-engine is 4 miles away, and even should 
it reach the buildings at once it would be useless on account of the 
small supply of water. A large amount of Government property, be- 
sides the buildings, is in danger at any time of being lost by fire for 
want of this proper supply of water. The small appropriation asked 
for will obviate all this danger. The additional greenhouses and work- 
shops provided for by Congress at its last session are about completed 
and will be a great advantage to the school, enabling us to more con- 
tinuously employ the boys, and by the sale of their products add ma- 
terially to the revenue. 

Estimates for the ensuing fiscal year have been submitted for your 
approval and the transmission to Congress. They are as follows :

For support of inmates, including groceries, flour, and- feed, meats, 
dry goods, leather and shoes, gas, fuel, hardware, tableware, furniture, 
farm implements and seeds, harness and repairs to same, fertilizers, 
booke, stationery, plumbing, painting, and glazing, medicines, medical 
attendance, stock, fencing, and other necessary items, including com- 
pensation, not exceeding $900 for additional labor or services, and for 
transportation and other necessary expenses incidental to securing 
suitable homes for discharged boys, not exceeding $500, all in the dis- 
cretion of the Commissioners, $25,000. 

These estimates are substantially the same as those for the last fiscal 
ypsar. 

The estimate for the pay roll is slightly beyond the amount appro- 
priated for the current fiscal year, being an increase of $120 to the 
florist. A suitable person for this position can not be obtained for less 
than the appropriation asked for, viz, $360 a year. This is made nec- 
essary because of the erection during the current fiscal year of the 
two additional greenhouses and the desire of the Board to make the 
work remunerative. Ko other additions have been made in the esti- 
mates for the current expenses, it being the desire of the Board to keep 
the expenditures within the smallest limits possible. 

The estimates for buildings and grounds are the lowest possible to 
accomplish what the Board believes to be absolutely necessary to the 
welfare of the school. 

The item of $4,000 covers the completion of the boiler-house, begun 
during the current year, from which the new workshop and green- 
houses will be heated by steam conveyed through underground pipes. 
It is the desire of the Board to properly finish this building and remove 
the boilers now used in the family buildings thereto, to purchase one 
new boiler, and connect these by properly insulated underground piping 
with the buildings. 

In this manner all the buildings can be safely and more conveniently 
heated. The removal of the boilers with their attendant fires from 
the family buildings will give the greatest possible relief to all cop- 
necteci with Uie school. 
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The report of the treasurer is herewith submitted in detail, showing 
the expenditures made by him for the past fiscal year. They may be 
recapitulated as follows :

Your attention is respectfully invited to the report of the physician, 
Dr. Wells, herewith submitted. I deem it my duty to say that since 
the school was located on its present site Dr. Wells has been the attend- 
ing physician, and by his skill and attention has kept the school in 
most excellent sanitary condition. He is entitled to the thanks of the 
Board for his diligence and faithful discharge of his delicate and 
responsible duty. 

A joint resolution, which passed the Senate during the last session 
of Congress, making the chief clerk of the Department of Justice ex 
officio a trustee of the school, failed to become a law. The joint resolu- 
tion will be introduced again during the coming session, when it is 
hoped it will meet with a better fate. 

It is the earnest desire of the trustees that the Department of Justice 
be so represented upon the Board, thus bringing the Department and 
the school more directly in contact and personal relation, enabling the 
Department to be advised at all times of the condition of the school 
audits wants and interests. The passage of this joint resolution by 
Congress will be gratifying to the Board. The present chief clerk of 
the Department of Justice is now one of our number, but we desire to 
by law make that officer ex offlcio a permanent member of the Board. 

Under existing laws, when a boy is now discharged from the school 
we have no further control over him. Other institutions discharging 
their inmates do so on probation, with the right at any time to recall 
them when they are guilty of misconduct. We think the law in regard 
to our school should be amended to this effect, and with your permis- 
sion, a bill to this end will be introduced in Congress at its next ses- 
sion to which we earnestly invite your attention, and ask your co-oper- 
atiou in having it become a law. 
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The superintendent, matron, and the various assistants have dis- 
charged their duty with fidelity, looking always to the best interests 
of the boys under their charge. Their services meet with the unani- 
mous approbation of the trustees. 

Few changes have been made among the employes, and only such 
as were deemed necessary for the better discipline and welfare of the 
school.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

The superintendent has received from various sources, and turned the 
same over to Samuel W. Curriden, treasurer of the school, who has 
covered the same into the United States Treasnry for the benefit of the 
United States and the District of Columbia, jointly, as follows, viz :

The school year has again closed without any marked changes in its 
oflBcial work. The larger part of this work is necessarily monotonous. 
We try to vary the routine as much as possible, without materially in- 
terfering with the prescribed rules and regulations. All departments 
of the school are under the same uniform government. It is the aim 
and purpose of the superintendent, under the direction of the board of 
trustees, to administer this government with as few restraints as pos- 
sible, to secure a wholesome discipline. 

It is not expected that our boys will easily and readily attain to a 
high standard of excellence in deportment and scholarship, as many of 
them enter the school with the record of an idle and aimless life, hav- 
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ing profited but little from home and family influences, if, indeed, they 
have been favored with even the semblance of such humanizing associ- 
ations. Obedience might be enforced at once upon even the most way- 
ward and refractory, but experience teaches that this is not the best 
means of securing it. It is always safe to go slow, using " precept 
upon pre<5ept, here a little and there a little,'' in dealing with the fol- 
lies and vagaries of youth. Obedience secured by force seldom accom- 
plishes the object in view, and final reformation must come, if at all, 
after patient Waiting and by securing a willing rather than an enforced 
submission. We depend both upon the play- ground and the dining- 
room to furnish valuable aid in the management of our boys. To the 
former they are sent daily, with permission to indulge in rational sports 
and games selected by themselves, and such as they seem to enjoy the 
most. They are not only permitted to play, but assisted and encour- 
aged to make the most of the shorter hours allowed them for this purpose, 
upon the same principle that We direct and control the longer hours 
they are required to spend at work and in the school room. 

So, also, we look to the dining-room for helpful and persuasive influ- 
ences. By indulging the appetite with a liberal supply of wholesome 
food, catering to the inner boy, however refractory and incorrigible his 
disposition, he soon becomes better satisfied with himself and his sur- 
roundings, and ready to accept any reasonable duty that may be im- 
posed. It will be understood, of course, that these are merely the sub- 
ordinate means, and preparatory only to other and more elevating ex- 
pedients resorted to in the everchanging and often perplexing routine 
of duties inseparable from our peculiar work. 

The schools have been in regular session through the fall and winter 
months. The boys in each family are divided into two separate classes 
or gratles, and are required to spend from three and a half to four hours 
daily in study and recitation. Competent teachers are employed, two 
in each family, and boys receive instruction in the ordinary English 
branches taught in the district common schools. This includes a daily 
recitation in reading, writing, arithmetic, algebra, geography, and his- 
tory. 

Our school industries have been prosecuted with the usual activity 
throughout the year. To give a detailed account of them would be 
virtually a repetition of our annual report for the past number of years. 
Enough to say here, that we may claim for the present a standard equal 
to the highest average in every department of the school. 

We have been favored with an abundant harvest, and a bountiful 
supply of all crops, excepting fruit, which proved almost a failure. 

In addition to the ordinary farm-work, chair-caning, paper-box man- 
ufacturing, and all necessary tailoring, laundering, kitchen and other 
domestic labor performed by the boys, there has been a large amount 
of additional labor expended in the keeping and for the permanent im- 
provement of our school-grounds. While much of this labor brings no 
moneyed income it is none the less valuable, as it saves a large and 
direct expenditure for work necessary to the proper management of the 
school. 

The general health of the school has been good, and there have been 
no prolonged cases of ordinary sickness or epidemic of any kind. Two 
deaths have occurred, one the result of a serious accident. Previous 
to these there had been no deaths for three consecutive years. Special 
attention has been given, under the direction of the attending physician, 
Dr. Charles A. Wells, to the sanitary condition of the school-buildings 
and grounds. Disinfectants have been freely used, especially during 
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the summer months, both in and outside the baildingy while the sewer- 
age and surface drainage have been kept as nearly perfect as possible. 
Dr. Wells's attention to patients requiring medical treatment has been 
unremitting, and his atteodance always prompt when summoned in spe- 
cial cases. 

The legal holidays were all duly and appropriately observed, Christ- 
mas and Fourth of July being special favorites with the boys. Both 
are positive as to the kind and character of the memories they awaken, 
and though separated by centuries of time are welcomed as twin birth- 
days of the highest order in our religious and natioual life. They seem 
also by some fortunate accident to divide the year into halves, and, for 
a pleasing variety, bring to us the extremes of winter and summer in 
the changing seasons. On these occasions all work is suspended, the 
buildings n^ly decorated with bunting or evergreens, as the day may 
suggest, while the boys are made happy over a bountiful supply of the 
many good things provided for tlieir personal comfort and enjoyment. 

It has been almcMt a tradition in the school to provide an *^ annual 
entertainment ^ at the time of the regular meeting of the board of 
trustees in the month of January. It was given the present year on 
the evening of the 25th, and, as usual, the eutire programme was car- 
ried through by a select number of boys chosen from among those who 
had best qualified themselves for the parts assigned them. All good 
friends of the school are invited to these entertainments, and the pres- 
euce of the board of trustees with their invited guests is not only en- 
couraging and complimentary to the boys, but gratifying to the teach- 
ers and officers of the school, who have patiently assisted them in their 
efforts to insure success. 

Religious services have been held regularly every Sabbath aftern<K>n 
.at 3 o'clock. These services, as usual, have been conducted by minis- 
ters and others who reside in the city and neighborhood. They are in 
no sense sectarian in character, and all are invited to be present and 
join us in these exercises. The music, vocal and instrumental, is under 
the immediate direction of Mr. W. K. Cohen, of the city, who is also 
employed as a teacher of vocal music in the school, spending an even- 
ing weekly with the boys for instruction and practice. A Catholic 
service is also held every Sabbath evening for the benefit of boys who 
have t>een reared in the tenets of that faith before entering the school. 
The Bev. Father Caughy, of Laurel, Md., is present to conduct these 
services once every month. 

The school has been officially visited during the year by a number of 
the higher authorities, including honorable members of the United 
States Senate and House of Representatives, heads of departments c»f 
the United States Treasury, judges of the courts, and Commissioners 
of the District of Columbia, and once by the grand jury as a body. 
Many others, resident of the city and District, have manifested their 
interest in the school by frequent visits, and we have had the plea.sure 
also of receiving and welcoming a number of ladies and gentlemen 
officially connected with reformatory work from distant States in our 
own and from foreign countries. 

We have received at various times during the year, from thoughtful 
friends of our boys, a number of illustrate magazines, select weekly 
newspapers, and other miscellaneous reading matter; also a monthly 
contribution of similar periodicals, pictures, cards, etc., from the dead- 
letter department of the General Post-Office. In behalf of the boys, 
who always welcome these donations made in their interest, I desire to 
express my thanks and request even an enlarged continuance of these 
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valued favors, with an urgent invitation toother friends to "go and do 
likewise." 

To all who have so cheerfally and acceptably conducted our religious 
services — both ministers of the gospel and others — the school is under 
lasting^ obligations, and I take special pleasure in giving expression to 
them here. 

Few changes have been made in our official force during the year, 
and but little has occurred to interrupt the harmony and concerted ac- 
tion of all employed under your authority. I may, therefore, justly 
express my thankfulness to those who have been thus intimately asso- 
ciated with me, and w^ho have so efficiently assisted in all that has 
proved successful in the work for which I am held responsible. 

To you, gentlemen of the board of trustees, I am under many obli- 
gations for your continued confidence and official aid in all my efforts 
to execute your purposes in the management of the institution. 

Under the divine blessing, the school has passed another |)rosperous 
year. To the divine Giver be all the i)raise.

Report of the Physician. 

Eeform School, D. C, June 30, 1887.

Cleanliness in every place is insisted on, and the institution is always 
ready for inspection.

Warden's Office, United States Jail, 

Washington, D. (7., November 1, 1887. 

Sir : The warden of the United States jail, in the city of Washington, 
in the District of Columbia, respectfully submits the following report 
for the year which ended October 31, 1887. 
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The year has passed without any uDusaal event having transpired 
or any important change having been made in the management of the 
institution. The discipline of the jail has been kept up to the standard 
previously attained by the practice of humane treatment towards all 
the inmates, and without the infliction of severe penalties. The usual 
punishment imposed for offenses is withholding the small favors and 
privileges granted to the well-behaved, accompanied by dietary treat- 
ment, and is generally suflQcient. While we have had an unusual num- 
ber of prisoners belonging to the class of habitual criminals and known 
as hardened and incorrigible, yet no combination has been made against 
piison discipline and no obstinate resistance to the prison authorities 
has been offered. This encouraging condition may be attributed to 
proper classification, separate cells, kind treatment, plenty of good sub- 
stantial food, good beds, clean and comfortable quarters, skillful medi- 
cal treatment, and the judicious and efl&cient manner in which the 
officers of the institution have discharged their duties. The warden 
here expresses his appreciation of the services of the officers whose 
many years of experience in charge of prisoners have enabled them to 
contribute to such favorable results. 

The report of Dr. Alexander McWilliams, the jail physician, will 
show that a satisfactory sanitary condition and' a remarkable degree of 
good health have been maintained, and that but one death has occurred, 
and that of a man who came to the jail afifiicted with a disease which 
failed to yield to medical treatment and proved fatal forty-eight hours 
after his commitment to jail. As a matter of fact most of the prisoners 
who are treated by the physician come to the jail with the seeds of se- 
rious disease implanted in their systems by dissolute habits. The cases 
are very rare indeed where the inmates are afflicted by disease con- 
tracted during their term of imprisonment. 

Eepresentatives of the Protestant and Catholic faiths have attended 
faithfully to the religious and moral instruction of the prisoners, many 
of whom have manifested sincere repentance and permanent reforma- 
tion. But there is quite a large class composed mostly of young men 
and boys just entering upon manhood who give no promise of reforma- 
tion, and seem to have no desire to earn an honest living. Much of 
their time is spent in serving terras in the work house, jail, or the peni- 
tentiary ; when free from those institutions they habitually congregate 
in squads in haunts of vice, and aid each other on in vicious and crim- 
inal practices. They grow more reckless in their career as time goes 
on, and become proud of calling themselves professionals. They unite 
in resisting the laws and the authorities, and are not only the enemies 
of law and order^ indulging in vice and crime, but worse, they are con- 
stant in their endeavors to corrupt others and attract to their society 
and th^ir ways others, especially the young who have scarcely entered 
upon a wayward career. Boys left by their parents or guardians to 
lead aimless and idle lives, who come and go as they please, and where 
they will without restraint, fall an easy prey to the wiles of this class, 
and gradually drift into their lives. If those who are interested in the 
proper guidance and well-being of youths and young men would exer- 
cise extraordinary precaution to prevent them from coming in contact 
with this class of criminals, they might prevent them from being hope- 
lessly ruined, sav^e them to become useful citizens, and prevent the 
increase of a class of criminals which is the worst pest of society. 

It has now been twelve years since the jail building was completed 
and occupied. In the mean time certain slight defects in its construc- 
tion have been devclojied. While the main portions of the building 
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occapied by the male prisoners are provided with a complete system of 
ventilation, the apartments occapied by the females seem to have been 
overlooked in that regard, and have no means provided whereby the 
oceupauts can be supplied with a pure atmosphere, or the rooms kept 
in a proper sanitary condition. This deficiency of ventilation is such 
an objectionable feature that it attracted the attention of the grand 
jury of the District on their recent visit to the jail to examine into its 
condition, and in their report, while they complimented the manage- 
ment and arrangements of the jail in other respects, they condemned 
the apartments occupied by the females as entirely wanting in proper 
means of ventilation. Therefore, in order to remove this objectionable 
feature, after consulting Mr. Edward Clark, Architect of the United 
States Capitol, a plan for ventilating those apartments, which has been 
approved by the Department of Justice, has been adopted and the work 
of making the necessary alterations and carrying out the plan is now 
going on. When completed, the ventilation of the women's department 
will, it is believed, be as perfect as other parts of the building. It is 
estimated that the cost of this improvement will be $250. The slate 
roof over the main center of the building, covering a space of about 75 
feet square, has been defective and leaky ever since it was constructed. 
It leaks so badly that great annoyance is caused thereby during falls 
of rain, or when there is an accumulation of snow upon the roof. If 
the roof should not be repaired the continued leakage will cause the 
boards and timber supports of the roof to decay, and render an entire 
new roof necessary. Therefore provisions for placing it in thorough re- 
pair should be made without any unnecessary delay. The roof gutters 
of the building were built in the masonry, or stonework under the eaves 
and inlaid with copper. The copper lining by contraction and expan- 
sion and the action of the elements has become broken, defective, and 
useless, so that now a portion of the water instead of being carried ott 
by the gutters as designed, finds its way down through the walls of 
the building. This condition should be remedied in order to prevent 
serious damage to the walls. The cost of making the repairs to the 
roof and gutter referred to, is estimated at about $1,500. The warden 
suggests that Congress be requested to make an appropriation for the 
purpose. 

The City Sinall-Pox Hospital, which is controlled by the District au- 
thorities, is located on the grounds connected with the jail and within 
dangerous proximity to it. It is approached by a road and path leading 
through the jail grounds. When it is occupied by patients afflicted 
with that dreaded disease, there is great danger of the disease being com- 
municated to the inmates of the jail, which has heretofore occurred on 
two or three occasions with fatal results. The hospital should be 
removed from the jail premises to a more isolated locality, and it is 
respectfully recommended that the proper measures for that purpose be 
adopted. There have never been any walls built to inclose the jail 
premises, or to provide yards or other means for giving the prisoners 
j)roper exercise in the open air. The jail therefore is as much exposed 
to intrusion and trespasses of various kinds from persons, cattle, and 
other animals as it would be if it stood alone and unprotected on 
the open commons. Hence the officers of the prison are its sole reli- 
ance for protection and the safe-keeping of ]>risoners, except such aid 
as the building itself affords. Inclosing walls should be built for the 
purpose of giving security to the jail and to afford such facilities for 
giving the prisoners exercise in the open air as a due regard for their 
heiilth and cooifort dictates and humanity demands; also for the pur- 
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pose of rendering it feasible to cultivate the grounds belonging to the 
prison and otherwise use them for beneficial purposes. 

There is an existing want in this District of a reformatory or institu- 
tion where females of every grade could be incarcerated under conditions 
suited to their sex, free from the presence of male prisoners, properly 
classified and subjected to such management and reformatory measures 
as would apply to their condition, where their minds could be forcibly 
impressed with correct thoughts and inclined along the ways to com- 
plete restoration to friends, saved from a career of vice and crime, and 
entered upon the paths of virtue and usefulness. Such a desirable 
result can not so well be accomplished in a common jail where prisoners 
of both sexes and criminals of every grade are incarcerated. It often 
happens that young girls and women who for the first time have 
been charged with some offense, are corynitted to jail, where they enter 
with their minds filled with horror at the idea of being Imprisoned. 
Kow, if such persons could be taken in the first instance to a proper 
female reformatory, they could easily be saved from falling lower in the 
criminal scale, and finally be restored to their former condition in their 
families. The jail at present does not afford room for the proper accom- 
modation of more than thirty-two females, and yet the number here.is 
often greatly in excess of that and gradually increasing from year to year, 
rendering overcrowding of their apartments necessary. This excess 
of numbers is of itself a sufficient reason for providing for them more 
ample accommodations. A building for such purpose could be erected 
adjoining the present jail structure, and supplied at less expense than 
if located elsewhere. But probably those who take an active interest 
in this matter would prefer to have it placed in a separate locality. At 
all events the object should be accomplished at an early day. Many 
prisoners of the poorer classes arrive at the jail hatless, shoeless, and 
otherwise destitute of clothing and without means of procuring it 
for themselves. In such cases we supply them with such articles of 
clothing as they actually need. Besides, there are many cases where 
prisoners are serving long sentences, their clothing during their term 
becomes worn and unfit for use, and they without means of procuring a 
supply. It then becomes necessary to furnish them with the necessary 
clothing to render them fit to be seen, and to prevent them from suffer- 
ing from its want. The warden during the year has transported seventy- 
two convicts to the Albany County penitentiary, at Albany, K. Y., who 
were sentenced to that institution by the supreme court of this District 
holding a criminal term. The cost to the Government of such trans- 
portation was $1,066.80, besides the sum of $207.10 which was paid 
by the authorities of the penitentiary referred to. 

The salary of the warden, which was $2,000 twenty years ago, and 
remained at that figure a number of years, is now and was during the 
past year $1,800, which is an inadequate compensation for the services 
required. The salaries of the other officers of the institution have 
been recently readjusted by authority of the Attorney-General. They 
amounted during the year ending October 31, 1887, to $25,458.00. The 
needed repairs to the building, fixtures, steam-heating boilers and at- 
tachments, and other articles used in the jail were made as required, 
and cost $567.82. 

The expenditure for paints, painting, and glazing was $209.18. The 
other expenses for the support of prisoners were as follows, viz :

Of those committed during the 
year 427 were white males, 1,130 were colored males, 27 were white fe- 
males and 185 colored females; 366 were native white males, 1,129 were 
native colored males, 61 were foreign white males, 1 was a foreign col- 
ored male, 24 were native white females, 3 were foreign white females, 
185 were native colored females.

Report of the Physician to the Jail. 

Washington, D. C, November 1, 1887. 

Sir: I have one death to record since my Ifist report. The man died 
of heart disease (complicated with other grave affections) within forty- 
eight hours of his being committed to jail. His death was instantane- 
ous, allowing no opportunity for medical treatment. There has been a 
largo number of cases of the ordinary classes of disease, resulting from 
the depraved and reckless mode of life of the inmates. With the ex- 
ception of such cases, and a few who entered the jail suffering with dys- 
entery caused by their own imprudence, the health of the inmates gen- 
erally has been excellent. The food is abundant, well cooked, and of 
excellent quality. The condition of the jail has never been better than 
during the jJast year. The care taken by the officers in attending to 
the personal condition of each prisoner deserves the highest commenda- 
tion, and I desire to express my gratitude to them for their attention 
and industry and cheerful compliance with all my requests. It would 
be difficult to find an institution of this kind where equal care Is taken 
of the prisoners and the same humane treatment extended to all. There 
have been several transfers of insane prisoners from the jail to the Gov- 
ernment Asylum for the Insane. It is to be regretted that insane pris- 
oners are ever sent to the jail, as we have no facilities for taking proper 
care of such cases, and it is often necessary to put them among the other 
prisoners, which causes much disturbance, as they are generally noisy 
and destructive. I would respectfully suggest having all such cases 
carefully examined and sent at once to the asylum. The improvement 
in the female department about to be made is greatly needed, and, when 
completed, will materially increase the comfort of the prisoners, and 
will, I think, enable the engineers to heat the building in a more effective 
manner. 

To yourself individually^ as well as to the officers of the prison, I 
must return my sincere thanks for the courtesy and kind assistance sO 
constantly and cheerfully rendered.

The interior is in a good condition, but much should be done to the 
exterior to prevent further decay of the sandstone work of the old part ; 
and for convenience, a coal- vault constructed at each end of the north 
front adjoining the boiler-rooms. '

[United states district coart, eastern district Michigan, October 10, 18S7. — Ex parte 

John G. Byers.] 

The Federal conrt of Michigan have no jurisdiction of a felonious assault comnitted 
upon an American vessel in the Detroit River. 

The criminal jurisdiction of the Federal courts does not extend to the Great Lakes 
and their connecting waters. 

The words *' upon the high seas, or in any arm of the sea, or in any river, haveo, 
creek, basin, or bay within the admiralty jurisdiction of the United States and 
out of the jurisdiction of any particular State," used in section 5346, Revised 
Statutes, are limited to the high seas and to the waters immediately connected 
with them. 

Under the i>ower to regulate commerce Congress may provide for the maintenance of 
good order and discipline and the punishment of offenses committed upon Ameri- 
can vessels in whatever waters they may happen to be. 

Hearing upon writ of habeas corpus. 

Petitioner was charged before a United States commissioner with having committed 
an assault with intent to rob upon one James Downs, on board the steamer 
Alaska^ an American vessel, then navigating the Detroit River. Petitioner was 
examined and committed in default of bail to await the action of the grand jury, 
lie thereupon petitioned for a writ of habeas corpus, upon the ground that the 
commissioner had no Jurisdiction of the offense. 

Brown, J. : Practically the only question la this case is that of juris- 
diction. This question has been suggested before in several cases, but 
has never been squarely presented for adjudication in this court. The 
increasing frequency of crimes of this description, particularly upon 
excursion steamers, the inability of the State courts to deal with them, 
and the fact that seven other persons are now in custody or on bail for 
participation in this same assault, demand that it should be carefully 
considered and definitely settled. 

Jurisdiction in this case is dependent upon Eevised Statutes, section 
6346, which provides that — 

Every person who, upon the high seas or in any arm of the seas, or in any river, 
haven, creek, basin, or bay withiu the admiralty jurisdiction of the United SStatesand 
out of the jurisdiction of any particular State, on board any vessel belonging in whole 
or in part to the United States or any citizen thereof, with a dangerous weapon, or 
with intent to perpetrate any felony, commits an assault on another shall be pun- 
ished, etc. 

With respect to the locality of the offense, the same language is used 
in numerous other sections of this chapter, although in a few jurisdic- 
tion is limited to the high seas alone. Upon the other hand, some of 
the more recent statutes apply to offenses committed upon any Ameri- 
can vessel wherever she may be. It will be observed that the language 
of section 5346 explicitly limits the jurisdiction, so far as the waters 
are concerned, in two particulars : 

(1) They must be within the admiralty jurisdiction of the United 
States. 

(2) They must be out of the jurisdiction of any particular State. 
With respect to the first of these there is no doubt that the Great 

Lakes and their connecting waters are within the admiralty jurisdiction 
of the United States, and by this we understand the civil admiralty 
jurisdiction. This was settled in the cases of the Genessee Chief (12 
How., 449) and the Uagle (8 Wall., 15), and must now be considered 
as beyond controversy. 

The exclusion of waters within the jurisdiction of any particular State, 
by which is meant any State in the Union (U. S. v. Pirates, 5 Wheat., 
184) clearly limits our authority to crimes committed upon the Canadian 
side of the boundary line. By the act of Juno 15, 1836, providing for 
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the admission of Michigan into the Union, and by a subsequent act by 
which she actually became a State, the State of Michigan extends to the 
boundary line between Great Britain and the United States, along the 
whole length of the Detroit and St. Clair Eivers, and as the jurisdiction 
of the State is co-extensive with her territory and with her legislative 
power (U. S. v. Bevans, 3 Wheat., 336), the State courts have, under this 
section, exclusive jurisdiction of all offenses committed upon this side of 
the middle of the channel. But as the assault in this case is charged 
to have been committed upon the Canadian side of the boundary line, 
this limitation has no effect upon our jurisdiction of this particular 
offense. 

We are then led to consider whether any portion of the Great Lakes 
and their connecting waters is included within the words " high seas, 
or river, haven, creek, or bay within the admiralty jurisdiction of the 
United States." That the lakes are not ^' high seas " is too clear for 
argument. These words have been employed from time immemorial to 
designate the ocean below low- water mark ; have rarely, if ever, been 
applied to interior or landlocked waters of any description. (U. S. 
V. Wiltburger, 5 Wheat., 76 ; U. S. v. Wilson, 3 Blatch., 435 ; U. S. v. 
Robinson, 4 Mass., 307.) 

Indeed, there is an express adjudication of this court to the effect 
that Lake Erie is no part of the high seas, in Henry Miller's case, (I 
Brown's Adm., 156.) Miller was convicted of willfully procuring the 
setting on fire of the passenger steamer Morning Star, plying between 
Detroit and Cleveland upon Lake Erie. The indictment was framed un- 
der the act of July 29, 1850, punishing this offense when committed on 
the high seas. On motion in arrest of judgment. Judge Wilkins held 
that while it was within the constitutional competency of Congress to 
define and punish this offense when committed upon other waters than 
the high seas, it had not done so, and the court could not take juris- 
diction witfhout an amendment to the act. The evidence in this case 
exhibited a state of facts frightful to contemplate, and yet the learned 
judge felt compelled to grant the motion in arrest and discharge the 
prisoner. 

If, then, our jurisdiction in this case can be supported at all it must 
be upon the theory that the Great Lakes and their connecting waters 
are " rivers, havens, creeks, basins, or bays " within the meaning of the 
act. So far as the State courts are concerned this question was settled 
adversely to our jurisdiction in the case of the People v.- Tyler (7 Mich., 
161), decided in 1859 by the supreme court of this State. The facts 
were that Tyler, a deputy marshal of this court, in endeavoring to arrest 
an American vessel lying in the St. Clair River, upon the Canadian 
side of the boundary line, shot the master, A?ho was taken to Port Hu- 
ron, in this State, and died there. Tyler was subseqnently indicted 
and convicted in this court of manslaughter under the act of 1857, which 
uses the same language with respect to jurisdiction as is contained in 
the section of the Revised Statutes under consideration in this case. 
The question of jurisdiction was not raised, and Tyler was sentenced to 
thirty days' imprisonment. At the expiration of his term he was in- 
dicted in the State courtfor murder, and pleaded his former conviction in 
bar. The case was argued and considered at great length and with great 
ability, and the plea was held to be bad upon the ground that this court 
had no jurisdiction to trj^ him. The opinion was unanimous, but differ- 
ent grounds were assigned by the judges for their conclusions. In the 
opinion of the chief justice, in a note to page 162, the words " within 
the admiralty jurisdiction of the United States," contained in the act 
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of 1857, had no connection with the words in the Constitution empow- 
ering the Federal courts to take cognizance of "all cases of admiralty 
and maritime jurisdiction," but must be read in connection with, and 
therefore controlled and limited by, the power of Congress in article 1, 
section 8, " to define and punish piracies and felonies committed upon 
the high seas, and offenses against the law of nations," and, therefore, 
they applied only to offenses committed upon the high seas. He then 
argued, what is perfectly obvious, that the lakes and their connecting 
waters are no part of the high seas. While he may have been correct 
in his views that the admiralty and maritime jurisdiction conferred by 
the Constitution is exclusively a cii?ii jurisdiction, although the author- 
ities are not altogether harmonious, lam by no means satisfied with his 
further conclusion that these words when used in the crimes act should 
be limited by the words quoted from article 1, section 8; or, in other 
words, that the power of Congress to punish offenses upon naviga- 
ble waters is limited to piracies and felonies committed upon the high 
seas, and offenses against the law of nations. I apprehend that under 
the power "to regulate commerce with foreign nations and among 
the several States," Congress has undoubtedly authority to protect the 
lives, persons, and property of passengers, crews, and shippers and all 
others connected with su'ch navigation by penal laws. If this be not so, 
then the words " river, creek, basin, or bay" used in the act are super- 
fluous and of no effect, and the cases in which the Federal courts have 
taken cognizance of crimes committed in foreign and domestic waters 
were wrongly decided. (U. S. v. Eoss, 1 Gall., 624; XJ. S. v. Keefe, 
3 Mason, 475 ; U. S. v. Hamilton, 1 Mason, 443; U. S. v. Stevens, 4 
Wash., 547 ; U. S. v. Bennett, 3 Hughes, 466 ; U. S. v. Seagrist, 4 
Blatch., 420.) 

But we are not left to conjecture upon this point. In the case of 
The United States v. Coombs (12 Pet., 72) it was held that under this 
grant of power to regulate commerce. Congress had constitutional au- 
thority to punish the theft of goods belonging to a vessel in distress, 
though such thefts were committed upon, the shore above high- water 
mark. In discussing this power Mr. Justice Stor^- observed : 

It does Qot stop at the mere boundary line of a State, nor is it confined to acts done 
OQ the water or in the necessary course of the navigation thereof. It extends to such 
acts done on land which interfere with, obstruct, or prevent the due exercise of the 
power to regulate commerce and navigation with foreign nations and among the 
States. Any offense which thus interferes with, obstructs, or prevents such commerce 
and navigation, though done on laud, may be punished by Congress under its general 
authority to make all laws necessary and proper to execute their delegated constitu- 
tional powers. * * * We do not hesitate, therefore, to say that in our judgment 
the present section is properly within the constitutional authority of Congress to 
enact, although the oft'ense provided for may have been committed on land and above 
high- water mark. (See also United States v. Holladay, 3 Wall., 407 ; United States 
V, Cole, 5 McLean, 513.) 

If the crime be committed while the vessel is lying in a port or har- 
bor, foreign or domestic, there is also a concurrent jurisdiction on the 
part of the local authorities. (Wildenhus' case, 120 U. S., 1.) 

The provision with respect to piracies an«i felonies upon the high 
seas was probably intended to apply to a different class of cases, viz, 
to crimes committed upon foreign as well as domestic vessels, which 
are offenses against the law of nations and punishable wherever the 
offender is found. 

In the opinion of Mr. Justice Campbell the words of the statute should 
not be extended to cover an assault committed in a foreign country 
unless made by one of a ship's company or i)assengers upon another of 
the inhabitants of the ship. He also held that ther^ was no construction 
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the admission of Michigan into the Union, and by a subsequent act by

section, exclusive jurisdiction of all offenses committed upon this side of 
the middle of the channel. But as the assault in this case is charged 
to have been committed upon the Canadian side of the boundary line, 
this limitation has no effect upon our jurisdiction of this particular 
offense. 

We are then led to consider whether any portion of the Great Lakes 
and their connecting waters is included within the words " high seas, 
or river, haven, creek, or bay within the admiralty jurisdiction of the 
United States." That the lakes are not ^' high seas " is too clear for 
argument. These words have been employed from time immemorial to 
designate the ocean below low- water mark ; have rarely, if ever, been 
applied to interior or landlocked waters of any description. (U. S. 
V. Wiltburger, 5 Wheat., 76 ; U. S. v. Wilson, 3 Blatch., 435 ; U. S. v. 
Robinson, 4 Mass., 307.) 

Indeed, there is an express adjudication of this court to the effect 
that Lake Erie is no part of the high seas, in Henry Miller's case, (I 
Brown's Adm., 156.) Miller was convicted of willfully procuring the 
setting on fire of the passenger steamer Morning Star, plying between 
Detroit and Cleveland upon Lake Erie. The indictment was framed un- 
der the act of July 29, 1850, punishing this offense when committed on 
the high seas. On motion in arrest of judgment. Judge Wilkins held 
that while it was within the constitutional competency of Congress to 
define and punish this offense when committed upon other waters than 
the high seas, it had not done so, and the court could not take juris- 
diction without an amendment to the act. The evidence in this case 
exhibited a state of facts frightful to contemplate, and yet the learned 
judge felt compelled to grant the motion in arrest and discharge the 
prisoner. 

If, then, our jurisdiction in this case can be supported at all it must 
be upon the theory that the Great Lakes and their connecting waters 
are '' rivers, havens, creeks, basins, or bays " within the meaning of the 
act. So far as the State courts are concerned this question was settled 
adversely to our jurisdiction in the case of the People v.- Tyler (7 Mich., 
161), decided in 1859 by the supreme court of this State. The facts 
were that Tyler, a deputy marshal of this court, in endeavoring to arrest 
an American vessel lying in the St. Clair River, upon the Canadian 
side of the boundary line, shot the master, ^ho was taken to Port Hu- 
ron, in this State, and died there. Tyler was subsequently indicted 
and convicted in this court of manslaughter under the act of 1857, which 
uses the same language with respect to jurisdiction as is contained in 
the section of the Revised Statutes under consideration in this case. 
The question of jurisdiction was not raised, and Tyler was sentenced to 
thirty days' imprisonment. At the expiration of his term he was in- 
dicted in the State court for murder, and pleaded his former conviction in 
bar. The case was argued and considered at great length and with great 
ability, and the plea was held to be bad upon the ground that this court 
had no jurisdiction to tr3^ him. The opinion was unanimous, but differ- 
ent grounds were assigned by the judges for their conclusions. In the 
opinion of the ciiief justice, in a note to page 162, the words " within 
the admiralty jurisdiction of the United States," contained in the act 
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were " upon the high seas, or in any arm of the sea, or in any river, 
haven, creek, basin, or bay, within the admiralty jurisdiction of the 
United States, and * * * out of the jurisdiction of any particular 
State." These words, which were also used in several other sections of 
the same act, were evidently copied from the act of 1790, with the ad- 
dition of the words ^' any arm of the sea," and " within the admiralty 
jurisdiction of the United States " (an alteration in fact immaterial), and 
should receive the same construction. (The Ahbotsford, 98 U. S., 440.) 
This section was literally incorporated into the Eevised Statutes, and 
nothing was added to it showing any intention on the part of Congress 
to extend its application to waters not included within the acts of 1790 
and 1825. Now it seems incredible that if Congress had designed to 
extend the act of 1790 to the Great Lakes, a series of waters entirely 
separate, distinct, and distant from the high seas and their connections, 
it should not at least have inserted the word " lakes," or have used still 
more explicit language to designate these interior waters. The words

A vessel bound from Buffalo to Chicago, 
touching at Cleveland, passes through the waters' of six States besides 
those of the Province of Ontario, and in her transit through the Detroit 
and St. Clair Rivers is crossing and recrossing the boundary line almost 
every hour. While it may be entirely clear that a crime has been cfom- 
mitted during the voy^^ge, it may be utterly impossible, as it was in Mill- 
er's case above cited, to locate the time or place, and the offense goes un- 
punished because there is no court having general jurisdiction of the 
voyage and of the vessel. If the ship be American, and bound from one 
American port to another, as in this case, the Canadian courts can not be 
expected to take cognizance of crimes which, though nominally com- 
mitted in Canadian waters, do not in fact disturb the peace and dignity 
of Her Majesty's subjects. However flagrant these crimes may be, they 
do not concern the people of Canada, and ought to be punished by the 
courts of the country in which the vessel is owned. That an American 
vessel is in reality a floating parcel of American soil is a maxim of all 
writers upon the law of nations (I Bish. Crim. Law, sec. 579), and is recog- 
nized in the case of Wildenhus (120 U. S., 1), and expressly decided in 
Crapo V. Kelly (IG Wall., 610). (See also In re Ah Sing, 13 Fed. Kep., 
286.) There is an additional difficulty in all these cases in the fact that 
the county as well as the State lines of the several States extend to the 
center of the lakes, and even if the particular State in which the crime 
is committed can be ascertained, it is often impossible to decide within 
what county the trial is to be had. So far as this State is concerned 
thia difll^fllfj has been partly, though not wholly, removed by a statu- 
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of the act which, under any theory of jurisdiction, could extend it to 
offenses committed on the lakes, for they come within none of the t^rms 
used ; and it would be a very forced construction which would apply 
the statute to their connecting waters. In the opinion of Mr. Justice 
Christiaucy the terms " within the admiralty jurisdiction of the CTnited 
States," used in this act Jis descriptive of place, '^ must, I think, be un- 
derstood to be confined to those localities where that jurisdiction is 
complete ; where the United States have the right to exercise that 
jurisdiction by enforcing upon their own vessels and citizens at least 
the observance of their laws ; to places where they have the right to send 
their executive officers to enforce the laws, to prevent the commission 
of offenses, to seize the vessels and arrest the persons offending.'' He 
concurred with Justice Campbell in holding that it could not be sup- 
posed that ^'Congress intended to extend the operation of any of these 
acts to the rivers or the connecting waters between the Great Lakes, and 
>et to exclude from their operation the lakes themselves. If they in- 
tended to exclude one and include the others every consideration would 
have induced them to include the lakes and exclude the rivers, as the 
lakes were vastly more important in extent and in commerce and bear 
much stronger resemblance to the ocean." He also criticized the opinion 
ofthe Supreme Court in the Genessee Chief , and combated with great force 
of reasoning the view of Chief Justice Taney, that the lakes and navigable 
rivers of the United States were within the scope of the admiralty and 
maritime jurisdiction, as known and understood in the United States 
when the Constitution was adopted. Mr. Justice Manning went still 
further and held that the act of Congress of 1845 extending the admir- 
alty jurisdiction over the lakes was unconstitutional and void, and de- 
voted most of his opinion to a criticism of the case of the Oenessee 
Chief. 

While there is much in the reasoning of the judges in the Tyler case 
in w^hich I am unable to concur, I have reached practically the same 
conclusion in the construction of the statute. I have no doubt of the 
constitutional power of Congress to legislate with respect to all crimes 
committed upon an American vessel while navigating the lakes and 
their connecting waters, or any portion of them, nor, under proper acts, 
of our authority to take jurisdiction of offienses committed in Canadian 
waters by one of a ship's crew or passengers upon another person law- 
fully upon the vessel. Indeed I understand the opinion of Mr. Justice 
Campbell to have been largely, though not wholly, influenced by the 
fact that Tyler had no connection with the vessel, and was in fact a 
trespasser from the moment he set foot upon it. In order to get at the 
real signification of the words " rivers, haven, creek, basin, or bay," used 
in the Eevised Statutes, it is instructive to recur to the original acts 
from which these sections were taken. This course was declared to be 
proper in the construction of the Revised Statutes in case of doubt in 
United States v. Bowen, 100 U. S., 508, 513. These words were originally 
used in the eighth section of the Crimes Act of 1790, defining and punish- 
ing piracies, felonies, and revolts, although the words " within the ad- 
miralty jurisdiction of the United States " are not found there. At this 
time the lakes were far beyond the bounds of civilization. They i)08- 
sessed little, if any, commerce, except such as was carried on by fur- 
traders and others dealing with the Indians in bateaux and canoes, and 
were clearly not within the contemplation of Congress in the enactment 
of the act. In 1825 a new act was passed, which was subseqaently 
incorporated into this section, in which the words of locality used 
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were " upon the high seas, or in any arm of the sea, or in any river, 
haven, creek, basin, or bay, within the admiralty jurisdiction of the 
United States, and * * * out of the jurisdiction of any particular 
State." These words, which were also used in several other sections of 
the same act, were evidently copied from the act of 1790, with the ad- 
dition of the words ^-any arm of the sea,'' and "within the admiralty 
jurisdiction of the United States ^ (an alteration in fact immaterial), and 
should receive the same construction. (The Ahbotsford, 98 U. S., 440.)

States and in the Dominion of- Canada I am not informed. So long as 
the laws remain as they are crimes of the nature ilescribed in these 
proceedings must go unpunished, since offenders are not within the ex- 
tradition treaty, even if the Canadian courts were willing to take cog- 
nizance of the cases. 

But the heinous character of the offense charged in this case does 
not deprive the petitioner of the benefit of his exception to our jurisdic- 
tion, and I am reluctantly compelled to order his discharge. 



Exhibit T. — Letters in relation to expenses of serving process, 

Denver, Colo., May 4, 1887. 

Sir: In this district a very large percentage of writs directed to the 
marshal are to be executed at points remote from Denver. I have not 
calculated the distances traveled by the marshal in serving any given 
number of writs, but I believe that any such calculation will show that 
the average distance traveled during any period of one month or more 
is in excess of 100 miles for each service. Before the " act to regulate 
commerce" was passed by Congress the marshal had "passes" on all 
railroads in the States, by means of which he could go up and down 
without much expense; and the mileage allowed by the fee-bill was 
some compensation for the time spent in serving writs. Under the act 
referred to, passes are no longer given, and the marshal must pay the 
usual and customary fares ^ which in this country generally exceed the mileage 
of the fee bill. 1 refer to the allowance of 6 cents a mile for going to 
serve process, and not to the allowance of 10 cents per mile for trans- 
porting prisoners. And because the mileage is not suf&cient to cover 
the expense of travel, the marshal is compelled to rely ont;hat clause of 
the statute which permits him to charge actual expenses. In this way, 
however, he gets nothing for his time but the fee allowed for serving 
the writ. He may make a journey of two or three days, and receive 
therefor only 50 cents or 82, or some trifling sum. 

Obviously no one can perform the service for such compensation. In 
the large cities where the business does not require the marshal to go 
very far from the place of holding court he may be able to i)ay his way 
without impairing his income. But in this district, and under existing 
circumstances, I do not see that it is possible to perform the service for 
the compensation allowed by the statute. I have suggested to the mar- 
shal in civil cases he should explain the situation to the parties, and 
ask for a per diem for the time ho may be employed in serving process. 
Generally such requests have been acceded to by the parties, but there 
are obvious objections to such methods, and it is hoped that it will not 
be necessary to continue the practice very long. In criminal cases the 
course to be pursued is not plain. Unless the Department can allow 
something in addition to actual expenses, and in the way of per diem, 
for the time occupied in going to serve process, and in cases where a 
prisoner can not be found, the marshal will be without reasonable or 
adequate compensation. And it can not be necessary to say that a com- 
petent marshal will leave the service of the Government if required to 
work without pay. 
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I beg to ask the attention of the Department to this difficulty, and 
for some measure of relief, if any can be found. In the present state of 
affairs the Government will hardly be able to retain the present mar- 
shal or to secure the services of any other efficient person.

Your favor inclosing Deputy Irvine's letter at hand. His statements are abso- 
lutely correct, and I have often paid deputies a bonus to perform important service, 
which was impossible to attend to personally. 

Section 837 of the Revised Statutes provides that " the district attorneys and mar- 
shals of Oregon and Nevada shall be entitled to receive for like service double the 
fees hereinbefore provided," etc., and this act was extended to the Territories of New 
Mexico and Arizona. Approved August 7, 1882. 

It is an acknowledged fact that in no State or Territory of the Union are th« ex- 
penses of travel greater than in Montana ; and what is to hinder having this law 
applied to the offices in Montana ? I think a letter from you to the Department, re-en- 
forced by Irvine's classic epistle, would call forth a recommendation from the Attor- 
ney-General that would materially assist our Delegate in getting this law amended 
to include Montana. I think for your own protection you should do something to 
increase the very poor pay you receive for services rendered the Government. As 
for myself, I do not expect to hold up until relief is afforded by a change in the law. 
Were it not for a recent sale of personal property I could not at this time furrK-<»h 
money necessary to serve processes placed in my hands. I think as soon as Congress 
meets I will send in my resignation, that my successor may be confirmed. I hope he 
can find a worthy victim with a very long purse. 

I return Irvine's letter, which can be used with the statement that it was not writ- 
ten officially, but only to excuse a seeming lack of vigilance on his part in serving 
processes.

Sir : Permit me to call your attention to the ver>' inadequate compensation allowed 
United States marshals for travel in serving process, and ask you to bring the subject 
to the atU^ution of Congress at its next session. I presume the mileage fee was based 
on the presumption that marshals had passes over the railroads within their respective 
districts. This courtesy, formerly very generally extended by the railroad companies, 
has since the passage of the interstate commerce bill been withheld. A marshal is 
allowed G cents per mile one way (3 cents each way). A United States juryman, or 
witness, is allowed 5 cents each way. United States attorneys are allowed 10 cents. 
In this State sherifi's and constables are allowed 10 cents each way for all travel. 
The mileage allowed marshals barely pays the railroad fare, leaving nothing for 
hotel bills, livery, etc., nor for his time spent in traveling. As Congress has made it 
impossible for us to longer subsist on the comity of the railroad companies, I trust it 
will make some reasonable provision for our travel.

Attorney-General, United States: 

Another matter I would respectfully call your attention to, and which I notice you 
have recommended to Congress in your reports, and which ought to be remedied soon, 
to wit, the increase of fees and mileage of United States witnesses, jurors, and mar- 
shals in this Territory. United States courts here are almost a farce in trying to en- 
force United States laws. Witnesses get only 5 cents a mile for travel and $1.50 i>er 
day for attending court. Their travel costs them from 10 to 25 cents a mile by team 
or stage, and living at least $2.50 per day. They ought to be allowed 15 cents a mile 
for travel (same as in Colorado), and ^.50 per day attendance. As it iai, they try to 
avoid service of subpo'ua and attendance, and when forced to attend court at bo much 
less, are prejudiced against the Governiuent, and tell as little as possible; and same 
as to jurors, they should have same pay. Marshals can not serve court process on fees 
allowed ouly at a livss. If there is any way of having Congress remedy tiliese wrongs, 
it ought to be done soon, as it is almost impossible for us now to punish offenders, such 
as 1 refer to in this letter— Charles Parker, robber of Paymaster Bash, U. S. Army, 
of $7,500 United St-ates moneys.

Sir: In accordance with your letter of instructions so to do, I made an examina- 
tion of the books and accounts of United St&tes' Marshal Zeph. T. Hill, district of 
CJolorado, upon which examination I respectfully submit the .following report: 

The business of the United States has not been very large in said district during 
the time Mr. Hill has been marshal 

In the accounts that have been presented by Mr. Hill a number of charges were 
made which have been suspended or disallowed by the accounting officers of the 
Treasury. I did not find other charges in his accounts which were not right. 

I am of the opinion, that in view of the fact that the costs of traveling by rail is 
between 6 and 7 cents per mile, and by stage coach 10 to 14 ents per mile in Colo- 
rado, that some other rule as to fees paid to the marshal should apply. The law was 
•changed so as to permit of paying witness and jurors under the Colorado statutes. 
The same kind of law ought to be made applicable to the fees of the marshal in said 
district. 

Marshal Hill and Deputy Marshal Currier perform all the services of the marshal's 
-office in the district, and, on the whole, the office is in splendid condition and the 
work is kept well in hand. 

I believe Mr. Hill to be a conscientious hard-working officer, whose aim is to do 
the work of his office faithfully and well.

"Exhibit TJ. — Letter of the attorney of the United States for the Bistricf 

of Columbia in relation to the '^Potomac Flats.^^ 

City of Washington, N'ovemher 15, 1887. 

Sir: In response to your request for a statement of what has been 
done in the matter of the suit to establish the title of the United States 
to the land and water " affected by the improvements of the Potomac 
River or its flats, in charge of the Secretary of War," I beg leave to 
state that the bill was filed on the equity side of the supreme court of 
this District i^ovember 26, 1886, and that with it was filed, as an ex- 
hibit, a map showing the area, as defined and declared by the honora- 
ble Secretary of War, affected by the improvements under his charge; 
and that, in response to subpoenas and to the order of publication 
passed by the court, 39 answers have been filed on behalf of about 148 
defendants, composed of corporations, firms, and individuals, claiming 
interests adverse to the United States. 

The proceeding provided for by the act of August 5, 1886, was a novel 
one, and questions of law arose in the preliminary stages of the case. 
Some of the defendants filed cross-bills and sought to compel the Gov- 
ernment to answer them ; others, after the close of the testimony on the 
part of the Government in chief, filed motions to di-smiss, based upon 
the theory that the proof was insufiicient, etc. All these questions were 
decided by the court in general term or at the special term against the 
defendants, and the position of the counsel for the United States in 
regard to ihem sustained. 

The claims set up by the various answers may be divided into four 
classes : 

(1) Those arising under the Kid well patent, and these cover the 47 
acres granted by the patent and upwards of 150 acres of accretion 
thereto. 

(2) The claim of the Marshall heirs to the ownership of all the area 
<50vered by the improvements, and involving practically a claim of 
•ownership in fee of the entire bed of the Potomac Kiver from shore to 
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sfaore. The source of this claim is an early grant from the Crown of 
England for the " northern neck of Virginia," including the land be- 
tween the Potomac and Kappahannock Kivers, together "with the 
rivers themselves," etc. 

(3) The claim of the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal Company of a "con- 
tinuing right to use the Potomac Eiver and the full natural flow of the 
water thereof, and all the riparian rights to it belonging, as the owner 
of ground bordering on or in the Potomac Eiver within the entire geo- 
graphical limits defined by the charter of the Potomac Company and the 
charter of said defendant." The Chesapeake and Ohio Canal Company 
is the assignee of the Potomac Company, which was incorporated by the 
States of Maryland and Virginia shortly after the close of the Revolu- 
tionary war for the purpose of improving the navigation of the Potomac 
River. 

(4) The claims of those owning or claiming to own lands in the city 
along or near the river shore to wharves and riparian rights. 

After the settlement of the preliminary questions of law above re- 
ferred to, the testimony of a la;rge number of witnesses was taken and 
documentary evidence introduced to sustain the allegation of the bill 
in regard to the invalidity of the Kidwell patent, and this branch of the 
case is substantially closed on both sides. 

We are now engaged in taking testimony on the part of the claim« 
^nts falling within the fourth class, and as the Government will^ in re* 
gard to these defendants, among other things, claim the right to show a 
better title outstanding in persons who have not intervened than has 
been made out or shown on the part of those who have, whenever it can 
be done; a careful examination of the respective titles* of these several 
claimants is thus rendered necessary and is being made. The taking 
of this testimony is being pushed withall convenient speed. 

A printed copy of the pleadings in the case is inclosed. An inspec« 
tion of the answers will show that practically the title to every foot of 
land along the Potomac River front of Washington from Easby's Point 
to Greenleaf Point is in controversy, as well as the right of land owner* 
along that front (even in cases where a street intervenes between the 
land and the river) to build wharves to the channel. When to this la 
added the controversy over the Kidwell patent, and the demands of 
those claiming to be his grantees for value without notice of defect in 
the patent, and the litigation as to the rights of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Canal Company, it will be seen that an immense amount of evi- 
dence must be taken before the case can be submitted to the court. I 
do not see how the taking of the evidence can be completed before Feb- 
ruary. But I should say that it is likely that the case will be sub- 
mitted to the Supreme Court of the United States during its present 
term.
